(Treasurer  of  the  United  States) 

Mrs.  Priest  became  interested  in  political  affairs  in  1934. 
Her  interest  in  public  service  has  been  reflected  in  her  work  as 
president  of  the  Utah  State  Women's  Legislative  Council,  in  the 
General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  and  other  civic  organiza- 
tions. She  took  the  lead  in  winning  the  first  minimum  wage 
for  working  women  in  Utah  and  participated  in  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Youth  Center  for  Davis  County  at  Bountiful. 

In  1953,  Mrs.  Priest  received  an  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Laws  from  Rider  College  at  Trenton,  N.  J.;  a  Doctor  of  Sci- 
ence in  Business  Administration  from  Bryant  College  of  Busi- 
ness Administration  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  and  a  Doctor  of 
Humane  Letters  from  Elmira  College,  Elmira,  N.  Y. 

She  was  nominated  in  January,  1953  to  the  office  of  Treas- 
urer of  the  United  States  —  her  nomination  was  confirmed  on 
January  27,  1953.

RICHARD  ARMOUR 

A  rarity  among  writers  of  humor,  Richard  Armour  has  a 
background  of  scholarship  that  includes  a  Ph.D.  from  Harvard, 
research  fellowships  in  England  and  France,  and  teaching  at 
seven  colleges  and  universities  in  Europe  and  in  this  country. 
He  is  now  Professor  of  English  at  Scripps  College  and  Clare- 
mont  Graduate  School  in  California.

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ALBERT  SCHWEITZER 
(Color  Film) 

''Albert  Schweitzer,"  an  Academy  Award-winning  film  bi- 
ography of  the  world  renowned  "jungle  doctor,"  musician, 
preacher,  writer  and  Nobel  Peace  Prize  winner,  often  called 
"the  greatest  man  alive,"  shows  him  at  work  in  his  famous 
hospital.  Dr.  Schweitzer,  now  eighty-two,  appears  throughout 
the  film,  and  also  served  as  unofficial  technical  adviser  to  pro- 
ducer-director Jerome  Hill,  even  writing  the  commentary  which 
is  spoken  by  Frederic  March. 

Burgess  Meredith  recorded  the  narration  for  the  film  and 
Alex  Wilder  composed  the  original  musical  score  which  is  con- 
ducted by  Leon  Barzin.  There  are  no  professional  actors  in  the 
film.  To  portray  himself  as  a  young  boy.  Dr.  Schweitzer  selected 
his  grandson  who  looks  exactly  like  his  own  early  photographs. 
Schweitzer's  sister  portrays  his  mother. 

In  addition  to  winning  an  Academy  Award  as  the  best 
feature-documentaiy  of  the  year,  "Albert  Schweitzer"  has  been 
widely  hailed  as  one  of  the  most  human  and  inspiring  films  of 
all  times. 

The  film  was  photographed  in  color  by  Erica  Anderson  on 
location  with  Dr.  Schweitzer  in  French  Equatorial  Africa  and 
in  France.

DR.  JOHN  B.  CRANE 

Dr.  John  Crane  received  his  AB  degree  from  Northwestern 
University,  his  MA  and  PhD  degrees  in  Economics  from  Harvard. 
He  taught  at  Harvard  for  ten  years  and  at  Northwestern  for 
five  years.  During  World  War  II,  Dr.  Crane  worked  for  the  De- 
partment of  Commerce  in  Washington,  D.  C,  directing  a  staff 
studying  transportation  systems  in  Europe. 

He  was  appointed  Economic  Policy  Advisor  to  General 
Lucius  Clay,  head  of  the  Military  Government  in  Berlin..  Dr. 
Crane  served  with  General  Clay  until  Senator  G.  W.  Malone 
asked  him  to  become  his  administrative  assistant  in  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.  Dr.  Crane  made  frequent  trips  to  Germany  and 
western  Europe  while  working  under  Senator  Malone  to  in- 
vestigate Marshall  Plan  spending  and  State  Department  policy. 

In  late  1950,  Crane  was  made  European  manager  for  the 
Hopkins  Syndicate  and  has  been  writing  for  a  number  of  news- 
papers since  then.  He  has  a  regular  column  appearing  in  the 
Fort  Wayne  News- Sentinel.  He  now  lives  at  Bad  Godesberg, 
Germany.

DR.  ANDRE  MIGOT 

Dr.  Migot  was  born  in  Paris  where  he  studied  for  the 
"Doctoret  de  medecine"  and  the  "Licence  de  Sciences  natur- 
elles".  After  the  Armistice,  Dr.  Migot  engaged  in  the  general 
practice  of  medicine  in  Paris.    Along  with  his  practice,  he  added 
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a  few  more  diplomas  to  his  collection:  ''Philosophy  and  History 
of  Religions,"  ''Buddist  Philology"  and  ''Arts  and  Archeology 
of  India  and  Central  Asia."  He  later  published  important  studies 
in  Orientalism. 

Dr.  Migot  is  an  expert  mountaineer.  He  has  scaled  the  most 
difficult  peaks  of  the  Alps  and  Pyrenees.  He  was  the  first  to 
climb  the  highest  mountain  in  Iran,  the  Demavend. 

For  one  year  he  practiced  medicine  in  Cambodia,  while 
going  on  with  his  studies  of  Buddhism  and  Khmer  archeology. 
He  undertook  an  archaeological  mission  in  China  and  Tibet  for 
the  "Ecole  francaise  d'Estreme  —  O-rient."  For  30  months  he 
traveled  about  China  and  the  borders  of  Tibet.  At  the  heighth 
of  the  revolution,  he  succeeded  in  reaching  Hong-Kong,  taking 
through  20  cases  full  of  documents  and  Tibetan  books. 

Nobody  is  better  qualified  than  Dr.  Migot  to  produce  the 
film  he  presents.

Traveling  and  cooking  are  Marion  Flexner's  favorites  of 
many  occupations.  In  recent  years  she  has  visited  and  photo- 
graphed Ireland,  Spain,  Portugal,  Sicily.  Greece,  Morocco,  Al- 
giers, Egypt,  Lebanon  and  Istanbul.  While  seeing  and  photo- 
graphing the  countryside,  Mrs.  Flexner  also  pursues  her  other 
hobby  of  collecting  recipes  of  unusual  native  dishes.  These  she 
takes  home,  tests  in  her  own  kitchen  and,  if  successful,  puts 
them  into  her  many  cookbooks  —  the  latest  of  which  is  "The 
Cocktail  Supper  Cook  Book."  Others  include  "Quick  Cooking

"Dixie  Dishes."

Dr.  Foster  is  a  graduate  of  Indiana  University,  B.S.,  M.S., 
D.Ed.,  and  has  studied  at  Herron  Art  School,  Chicago  Art  In- 
stitute and  Cambridge,  England.  She  was  also  a  member  of 
the  only  class  ever  taught  by  the  leading  color  psychologist, 
Faber  Birren,  of  New  York.  .

(Color  Film) 

"The  Stratford  Adventure"  describes  how  a  small  Canadian 
city,  bearing  the  name  of  Stratford  and  with  a  river  Avon,  re- 
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alized  the  vision  of  one  of  its  sons — the  creation  of  a  theatre  for 
the  staging  of  the  finest  Shakespearean  drama.  The  film  tells 
how  the  idea  grew,  how  a  famous  British  director,  internation- 
ally known  stars  and  Canadian  talent  were  recruited,  and  how 
the  Stratford  Shakespearean  Festival  finally  became  a  triumph- 
ant reality. 

Packed  with  two-fold  drama  —  that  of  the  Festival  project 
itself  and  scenes  from  two  plays  —  the  film  records  many  be- 
hind-the-scenes glimpses  of  Alec  Guinness  and  Irene  Worth 
informally  at  home  in  Stratford.

Dr.  Otto  Wirth  came  to  the  United  States  from  Germany 
in  1930.  After  receiving  the  Ph.D.  Degree  in  Germanics  at  the 
University  of  Chicago  in  1937,  Professor  Wirth  taught  at  In- 
diana University  until  he  joined  the  Roosevelt  University  faculty 
in  1946.  He  has  published  various  articles  of  scholarly  char- 
acter and  an  anthology  of  important  works  in  German  literature 
for  American  students. 

Dr.  George  Watson  is  noted  both  in  the  field  of  teaching 
and  research.  He  is  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Magna  Cum  Laude,  with 
honors  in  government;  a  member  of  Les  Politique  (Political 
honorary  Society);  Pre-Doctoral  Study  Fellow,  and  Faculty 
Fellow,  Fund  for  the  Advancement  of  Education  1953-54.  He 
has  written  extensively  for  such  noted  publications  as  the  Bul- 
letin of  the  National  tax  Association,  George  Washington  Law 
Review,  and  Illinois  Law  Review. 


SALLIE  SUE  WILLIAMSON 
Mrs.  Williamson  comes  from  Seattle,  Wash.,  having  grad- 
uated in  drama  from  Washington  University.  She  studied  from 
early  childhood  to  be  a  ballerina  and  established  her  own  ballet 
school  in  Seattle.  Many  roles  in  repertory  theatre  and  dance 
concerts  preceded  her  latest  venture  in  entertainment.  Her 
"Crown  and  a  Brim  Full  of  Fun"  is  a  glamour  approach  to  hats.

LOIS  LUNDELL  HIGGINS 

Dr.  Higgins  is  a  graduate  of  Mount  Mary  College  in  Mil- 
waukee, Wise,  where  she  received  her  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree. 
In  1949,  Mount  Mary  College  awarded  her  an  Honorary  Doctor 
of  Laws  degree.  She  is  the  first  Chicago  police-woman  to  re- 
ceive a  Master's  Degree  which  she  received  from  Loyola  Uni- 
versity in  1947. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  women  in  America  today  is  Dr. 
Higgins,  who  has  received  international  acclaim  for  her  unique 
accomplishments  in  the  field  of  criminology,  sociology  and  de- 
linquency control.    In  April,  1954,  the  United  States  Congres- 
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sional  Record  stated  that  Dr.  Higgins  was  the  "one  person  re- 
sponsible for  alerting  our  nation  to  the  mounting  narcotics 
menace."

GICA  BOBICH 

Miss  Bobich  is  a  graduate  of  the  Rome  University  in  eco- 
nomics. She  speaks  Italian,  her  mother  tongue,  as  well  as 
German,  French,  English  and  Serbo-Croatian.  She  has  traveled 
extensively  in  the  Balkans,  Near  East,  North  Africa,  Western 
Europe,  Scandinavia,  and  United  States. 

She  is  the  only  woman-journalist  who  has  contributed  to 
''Scientia,"  an  Italian  scientific  magazine  with  world-wide  dis- 
tribution in  five  languages.  Miss  Bobich  has  also  published 
articles  on  Ethnology,  Archeology,  and  peasant  art.  Her  articles 
on  Roumania  gave  such  vivid  pictures  of  that  country  that  the 
Roumanian  Embassy  in  Rome  had  them  reprinted  in  booklet 
form  for  publicity  abroad. 

Miss  Bobich  spent  the  year  1948  in  the  United  States  as  an 
official  delegate  of  A.N.D.E.  (the  Italian  League  of  Women 
Voters).  She  traveled  from  coast  to  coast  lecturing  in  all  the 
larger  cities.  In  1956,  she  spent  six  months  in  United  States 
lecturing.  She  was  invited  by  Middlebury  College  in  Vermont 
to  deliver  a  series  of  lectures  at  its  summer  school.

Michael  Bondon  attended  the  University  of  Missouri;  he  is 
a  graduate  of  the  Chicago  Conservatory  with  a  Bachelor  of  Music 
degree.  He  made  his  operatic  debut  as  the  Count  in  "The  Mar- 
riage of  Figaro"  with  the  New  York  City  Opera  Company  in 
1951.  Since,  he  has  sung  with  leading  opera  groups  through- 
out the  U.  S.  and  Europe,  including  the  Teatro  Liceo  in  Bar- 
celona, Spain  (1955-56,  1956-57).  He  sang  a  bass  lead  in  the 
American  premiere  of  Pizetti's  "Murder  in  the  Cathedral"  at 
Carnegie  Hall.

Another  year,  our  34th,  has  come  to  an  end,  and  again  it  is 
your  secretary's  task  to  bring  to  you  a  condensed  report  of  the 
mountainous  amount  of  work  performed  by  your  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, Board  of  Trustees,  and  all  those  individual  members  who 
have  served  in  many  ways  to  make  this  year  successful.  It  would 
be  impossible  to  name  them  all,  but  one  must  be  named,  your 
very  capable  and  very  devoted  president,  Mrs.  Paul  Yergens. 
With  her  leadership,  your  Board  of  38  loyal  and  faithful  members 
has  held  one  called  and  eight  regular  meetings  to  transact  the 
business  and  uphold  the  dignity  and  tradition  of  the  Woman's 
Club. 

The  Trustees,  with  Mrs.  Lee  Carlson  as  chairman,  again 
authorized  all  needed  repairs  and  improvements  to  the  Club- 
house. With  the  advice  of  proper  legal  counsel,  an  agreement 
was  reached  with  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  and  one-third 
of  our  tax  debt  has  been  paid.  To  date,  $1,397  has  been  received 
as  gifts  from  members  toward  this  debt.  Elected  as  new  officers 
were  Mrs.  Leonard  Saylors,  chairman,  and  Mrs.  W.  D.  Criswell, 
secretaiy. 
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All  officers  and  committees  carried  out  their  various  duties 
with  sDeed  and  efficiency.  Through  the  efforts  of  our  Finance 
Chairman,  Project  Chairman,  and  every  member  who  helped 
make  "A  Family  Affair"  such  a  huge  success,  our  budget  has 
been  met,  as  well  as  the  payment  of  excise  taxes  on  the  dues 
for  1958-59.  Our  membership  stands  at  881  and  many  members 
have  been  featured  in  the  many  pages  of  publicity  obtained 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Publicity  Chairman. 

During  this  past  Club  year,  a  wide  variety  of  subjects  was 
covered  in  23  general  Club  programs,  including  the  Opening  Re- 
ception, Christmas  Luncheon,  Anniversary  Luncheon,  and  the 
May  Breakfast.  Approximately  6,188  members  and  308  guests 
attended  these  programs.  The  Christmas  Ball  was  again  held 
after  an  absence  of  one  year  from  the  social  calendar,  and  at- 
tracted a  capacity  crowd.

Classes  were  held  in  Fine  Arts  in  Religion  and  Parlia- 
mentary Procedure  and  were  well  attended.  The  Fine  Arts  De- 
partment has  again  been  responsible  for  the  many  fine  exhibits 
hung  in  the  auditorium  and  supports  a  $250  Scholarship  Loan 
Fund  at  the  Fort  Wayne  Art  School. 

Following  the  recommendations  of  the  Philanthropy  Com- 
mittee, gifts  were  made  to  the  Needlework  Guild,  United  Fund, 
Christmas  Seals,  Christmas  Bureau  and  the  Visiting  Nurse  Serv- 
ice.

Reports  on  bills  affecting  our  home  area  have  been  given  at  all 
Board  meetings  by  your  Legislative  Committee  Chairman. 

All  departments  of  Federation  were  covered  by  our  Club 
programs,  and  special  emphasis  was  placed  on  Religions  of  the 
World.  A  total  of  213  members  of  Federated  clubs  attended  the 
Annual  Federation  Breakfast  with  Mrs.  William  Hasebrooke, 
current  recording  secretary  of  the  General  Federation  of  Wom- 
en's Clubs,  as  the  guest  speaker.  The  use  of  our  Clubhouse  was 
donated  for  the  Allen  County  Federation  Convention. 

Your  president  and  several  members  attended  the  Indiana 
Federation  Convention  at  French  Lick  in  April  where  we  received 
the  second  place  award  for  Club  of  the  Year.  The  House  and 
Garden  DerDartment  received  the  first  place  award  for  giving 
the  most  aid  to  the  American  Indians.

ARTICLE  I 

Section  1.  The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  THE 
FORT  WAYNE  WOMAN'S  CLUB. 

ARTICLE  II 

Section  1.  The  object  of  this  Club  shall  be  to  form  an 
organized  center  for  the  educational,  philanthropic,  and  social 
development  of  its  members  and  the  civic  betterment  of  the 
community. 

ARTICLE  III 

Section  1.  Members  of  this  Club  shall  be  active,  associate, 
honorary,  and  life.  Any  women  interested  in  the  purpose  of  this 
Club  may  be  nominated  for  membership.  Charter  members 
shall  be  those  active  members  signing  for  membership  before 
June  1,  1925. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Club  shall  be  a  President, 
three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Registrar,  and  a  Parliamentarian.  The 
officers  shall  constitute  an  executive  committee  for  emergencies. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Club  shall  con- 
sist of  the  officers  of  the  Club,  the  chairmen  of  all  departments, 
the  chairmen  of  standing  and  special  committees,  and  six  mem- 
bers-at-large. 

ARTICLE  V 

Section  1.  Regular  monthly  meetings  shall  be  held  from 
October  to  May. 

ARTICLE  VI 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  in  whole  or  in  part  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  members  present  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Club,  the  proposed  amendment  having  been  mailed  to  each 
member  of  the  Club  thirty  days  before  the  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  I  —  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
PRESIDENT  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Club.  She  shall  appoint  the  Parliamen- 
tarian and  all  chairmen  of  committees  of  the  General  Club  ex- 
cept the  chairman  of  the  Furnishings  Committee.  She  shall  also 
appoint  one  member  each  year  to  serve  for  a  period  of  five  years 
on  the  Furnishings  Committee.  All  these  appointments  must  be 
approved  by  the  Board.  The  President  shall  be  a  member  ex- 
officio  of  ali  committees  except  the  Nominating  Committee  She 
shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  de  egate 
to  all  Federation  meetings,  with  expenses  paid,  bhe  shall  be  a 
member  ex-officio  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  one  year  after 
retirement.  She  shall  be  made  a  life  member  of  the  Club.  In 
the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  the  President  shall  appoint  a  duly 
qualified  member  to  assume  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Section  2.  The  First  Vice-President  shall  assume  the 
duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence  and  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Program  and  Finance  Committees. 

Section  3.  The  Second  Vice-President  shall  be  Chairman 
of  the  Membership  Committee,  which  shall  include  two  additional 
members  appointed  by  the  President.  She  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  House  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Third  Vice-President  shall  be  Chairman  of 
the  Printing  Committee. 

Section  5.    The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes 
of  each  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
RECORDING      shall  read  them  at  the  following  meeting  of  the 
SECRETARY      Board.    She  shall  also  prepare  an  annual  re- 
port of  the  work  of  the  Club. 

Section  6.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  send  out 
CORRESPONDING  notices,  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
SECRETARY  the  Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 

and  act  as  Federation  Secretary. 

Section  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  funds  of 
the  Club,  deposit  them  in  the  name  of  the  Club 
TREASURER  in  the  bank  designated  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, keep  a  record  of  all  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements, and  present  a  written  report  at  each  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  all  transactions  of  the  previous  month.  The  rec- 
ords of  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  year,  all  warrants 
ar^d  vouchers,  and  the  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Auditor  April  30.  The  fiscal  year  shall  begin 
May  1  and  end  April  30. 
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Section  8.  The  Registrar  shall  keep  a  correct  list  of  the 
membership  and  report  on  same  each  month 
REGISTRAR       to  the  Board  of  Directors.     She  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Door  Committee. 

Section  9.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President.  She  shall  have  the  status  of  an  elected  officer.  The 
duties  of  the  Parliamentarian  shall  be  such  as  usually  pertain 
to  that  office.  Robert's  "Rules  of  Order,  Revised,"  shall  be  the 
parliamentary  authority. 

ARTICLE  II 

Executive  Committee,  Board  of  Directors,  Board  of  Trustees 
Section  1.    The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
President,  the  Vice-Presidents,  the  Recording 
EXECUTIVE       Secretary,  the   Corresponding  Secretary,  the 
COMMITTEE      Treasurer,  the  Registrar,  and  the  Parliamen- 
tarian.    The  Executive  Committee  shall  act 

in  emergencies. 

Section  2.  The  management  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Woman's 
Club  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Directors 
BOARD  OF  of  not  fewer  than  seventeen  nor  more  than 
DIRECTORS  thirty-nine  members.  This  Board  shall  organ- 
ize departments  and  transact  the  business  of 
the  Club.  It  shall  approve  all  committees,  inspect  all  records, 
make  all  contracts  and  leases,  and  approve  any  appointments 
made  during  the  year. 

Section  3.  Any  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  absent- 
ing herself  from  three  consecutive  regular  monthly  meetings 
without  a  satisfactory  excuse  shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  nine  Trustees,  three 
to  be  elected  each  year.  The  temire  of  a  Trustee 
BOARD  OF  shall  be  limited  to  three  successive  years.  After 
TRUSTEES  an  interval  of  one  year,  a  member  may  again 
become  eligible  for  election.  The  Board  of  Trus- 
tees shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  in  March,  by 
ballot,  from  a  double  slate  to  be  prepared  and  submitted  by  a 
nominating  committee  which  was  appointed  by  the  President 
at  the  February  Board  meeting. 

Section  5.  Title  to  real  property  of  the  Club  shall  be 
vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  only  by  the  authority  of 
this  Board  shall  debts  or  mortgages  be  made  chargeable  to  the 
real  property  of  the  club. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Trustees  in  consultation  with  a 
qualified  Trust  Officer  of  a  Fort  Wayne  Bank  will  act  as  the  in- 
vestment committee  for  the  administration  of  the  Memorial 
Endowment  Fund.  The  capital  and  income  from  this  fund  shall 
be  kept  invested  and  no  portion  shall  be  used  for  current  oper- 
ating expenses.  All  or  any  portion  of  this  fund  may  be  expended 
for  such  capital  outlay  as  seems  proper,  by  the  joint  consent  of 
a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 
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ARTICLE  III  —  MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1.    Names  proposed  for  membership  shall  be  spon- 
sored by  one  member  and  endorsed  by 
APPLICATION  FOR     two  others  who  are  personally  acquamt- 
MEMBERSHIP  ed  with  the  applicant,  except  when  the 

applicant  has  a  written  recommenda- 
tion from  a  Federated  Club.  The  names  of  the  applicants  shall 
be  presented  to  and  approved  by  the  Membership  Committee, 
posted  on  the  Bulletin  Board  for  two  weeks  before  a  regular 
Board  meeting,  and  voted  upon  at  that  meeting.  A  member 
shall  belong  to  the  Club  for  at  least  one  year  before  presenting 
an  applicant  for  membership. 

Section  2.  Each  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  spon- 
soring or  endorsing,  each  year,  two  names  for  membership. 

Section  3.    Active  members  of  the  Club  should  register  in 
one  department  and  shall  have  the  privilege 
ACTIVE  of  attending  all  department  meetings.  They 

MEMBERSHIP      may  vote  and  hold  office  in  their  depart- 
ment. 

Section  4.  A  member  wishing  to  change  her  department 
for  the  following  year  shall  notify  the  Club  office  by  July  1. 

Section  5.  Absentee  membership  may  be  granted  to  a 
member  who  will  be  out  of  the  city  for  the 
ASSOCIATE  period  of  the  Club  year.  Applications  for 
MEMBERSHIP  such  membership  must  be  made  m  writing 
each  year  to  the  Registrar  and  approved  by 
the  Membership  Committee.  An  Absentee  membership  does 
not  entitle  the  holder  to  any  Club  privileges.  Absentee  mem- 
bers seeking  reinstatement  as  Active  members  shall  be  ad- 
mitted in  the  order  in  which  their  names  appear  on  the  Club's 
waiting  list,  but  without  the  payment  of  an  initiation  fee. 

Section  6.  Membership  is  terminated  by  resignation  sent 
to  the  Club  office.  Readmission  may  be 
TERMINATION  OF  obtained  by  filing  a  new  application  with 
MEMBERSHIP  AND  the  customary  fees  and  dues,  without 
REINSTATEMENT  formality  of  endorsement  and  without 
the  posting  of  the  application.  Any 
member  resigning  may  return  within  the  Club  year  by  paying 
full  back  dues. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power, 
after  thorough  investigation  or  at  the  written  request  of  five 
members  of  the  Club,  to  suspend  or  expel  any  member  for  con- 
duct likely,  in  their  opinion,  to  be  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of 
the  Club. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  DUES 
Section  1.    The  initiation  fee  shall  be  $20.00  plus  $4.00  ex- 
cise tax.   The  total  of  $24.00  shall  be  presented  with  each  appli- 
cation. 

Section  2.  The  annual  dues  for  Active  members  shall  be 
$20.00  plus  $4.00  excise  tax.  There  shall  be  a  charge  of  $1.00 
for  the  Yearbook  making  a  total  payment  of  $25.00. 
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Section  3.  The  fee  for  an  Absentee  membership  shall  be 
$5.00. 

Section  4.  The  President  shall  be  exempt  from  any  annual 
payments  during  her  term  of  office. 

Section  5.  The  membership  card  for  the  year  shall  be 
issued  only  upon  receipt  of  annual  payments. 

Section  6.  Annual  Payments  are  payable  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  September,  and  those  who  have  not  paid  by  the  first 
day  of  November  shall  be  considered  delinquent. 

Section  7.  All  members  delinquent  December  1,  including 
Absentees,  shall  be  dropped  from  membership. 

Section  8.  There  shall  be  a  permanent  savings  fund  con- 
sisting of  $3.00  from  each  initiation  fee,  of  $125.00  annually 
for  a  Life  membership  for  the  President,  and  of  income  from 
stocks,  bonds,  or  other  property  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  V  —  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be  held  in 
May,  at  which  time  reports  of  officers  shall  be  read  and  the 
new  Board  of  Directors  presented. 

Section  2.    Thursday  shall  be  reserved  for  the  General  Club. 

Section  3.  From  October  through  April,  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  9:30 
A.M.    In  May  they  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday. 

Section  4.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
be  called  at  the  request  of  the  President,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, or  twenty-five  voting  members  of  the  Club. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  at  least  two 
regular  meetings  during  the  year,  in  October  and  March.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  of  the  Club  or  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  6.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  departments  may 
be  held  once  each  month.  Class  or  study  work  may  be  carried 
on  more  frequently  at  the  discretion  of  the  chairman  of  the 
department,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  QUORUM 

Section  1.  Twenty-five  members  of  the  Club  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  all  regular 
meetings  of  the  Club. 

Section  2.  Ten  members  of  a  department  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

Section  3.  Nine  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  4.  Five  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 
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Section  5.  Five  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  DEPARTMENTS 

Section  1.  The  Club  shall  create  and  maintain  such  depart- 
ments as  may  seem  necessary.  A  department  shall  consist  o± 
a  ffroup  of  members  carrying  forward  a  definite  work,  ine 
Departments  at  present  are  the  following:  American  Home, 
Book  and  Travel,  Civic  and  Welfare,  Fine  Arts,  House  and 
Garden,  and  Literature  and  Education. 

Section  2.  The  department  officers,  to  be  elected  by  the 
department,  shall  be  the  Chairman,  the  First  Vice-Chairman, 
the  Second  Vice-Chairman,  the  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer. 
Department  Treasurers  shall  render  itemized  reports  to  the 
General  Club  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  each  Club  year.  Depart- 
ment officers  shall  be  elected  in  the  odd-numbered  years,  to 
serve  for  two  years. 

Section  3.  The  minimum  number  in  any  department  shall 
be  twenty-five. 

Section  4.  No  department  shall  undertake  any  money-mak- 
ing enterprise  without  consulting  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  5.  The  chairman  of  each  department,  with  a  pro- 
gram committee,  shall  provide  for  the  work  of  her  department. 

Section  6.  Money  collected  by  departments  for  any  pur- 
pose shall  be  turned  over  to  the  General  Club  Treasurer. 

Section  7.  Any  part  of  its  budgeted  allowance  not  used  by 
a  department  during  the  Club  year  shall  remain  in  the  General 
Club  Treasury. 


ARTICLE  VIII  —  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  Committees  shall  be  created  or  discontinued 
at  the  discretion  of  the  board  of  Directors.  All  general  com- 
mittees shall  report  to  the  Board.  The  President  is  an  ex 
officio  member  of  all  committees  in  all  departments. 

Section  2.  Standing  committees  shall  be:  Decoration, 
Door,  Finance,  Hospitality,  House,  International  Relations, 
Legislative,  Membership,  Personnel,  Printing,  Program,  Pub- 
licity, Furnishings. 

Section  3.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  a 
Chairman,  the  President,  the  First  Vice-President,  the  Record- 
ing Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  the  Treasurer  of  the  previous  year, 
the  Registrar,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  new  Finance  Committee  shall  present  to 
the  new  Board  of  Directors,  in  May,  a  budget  of  its  estimated 
receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Section  5.  No  officer,  department,  or  committee  shall  in- 
cur indebtedness  in  excess  of  the  available  appropriation  with- 
out consent  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  6.  No  individual  or  group  shall  make  an  expendi- 
ture for  permanent  fixtures  of  the  Club  in  excess  of  $50.00 
without  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  7.  The  Hospitality  Committee  shall  have  charge  of 
all  social  meetings  of  the  General  Club. 

Section  8.  The  House  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the 
Club  House  and  all  properties,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Section  9.  The  Legislative  Committee  shall  investigate  cur- 
rent legislation,  also  all  petitions  which  come  to  the  Club  for 
endorsement.  Bills  and  petitions  deemed  worthy  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  consideration. 

Section  10.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  receive  all 
applications  for  membership,  investigate  qualifications  of  ap- 
plicants, and  present  them  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  11.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  employ  and 
discharge  all  paid  employees  of  the  Club.  All  matters  concern- 
ing paid  employees  shall  be  referred  to  the  Personnel  Commit- 
tee for  decision. 

Section  12.  The  Program  Committee,  after  consultation 
with  the  President  and  the  Chairmen  of  all  departments,  shall 
prepare  a  calendar  for  the  work  of  the  year  and  provide  for 
the  proper  carrying  out  of  this  work. 

Section  13.  The  Publicity  Committee  shall  furnish  reports 
of  Club  meetings  to  the  local  papers  and  the  press  committees 
of  the  State. 

Section  14.  The  Furnishings  Committee  shall  have  charge 
of  redecorating  and  refurnishing  the  Club  House  and  the  annual 
cleaning  of  fabric  furnishings.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  shall  be 
members  ex-officio.  The  Furnishings  Committee  shall  elect 
a  member  for  any  unexpired  term. 

Section  15.  All  chairmen  of  committees  shall  automatical- 
ly resign  at  the  end  of  the  Club  year. 

Section  16.  In  the  December  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors the  President  shall  appoint  the  Chair- 
NOMINATING  man  of  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the 
COMMITTEE  General  Club.  The  Nominating  Committee 
shall  consist  of  this  Chairman  and  a  repre- 
sentative from  each  depaiH;ment. 

Section  17.  The  Executive  Committee  of  each  department 
shall  meet  in  November  and  choose  its  representative  and 
alternate.  The  names  of  these  representatives  and  alternates 
shall  be  reported  in  the  December  Board  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  ELECTIONS 
Section  1.    The  annual  election  shall  be  concluded  at  10:00 
A.M.  on  the  third  Friday  in  February. 
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Section  2.    A  plurality  vote  shall  constitsute  an  election. 

SecHon  3.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  prepare  a 
ticket  with  nomfnations  for  officers  and  members-at-large  for 
the  ensuing  year  and  shall  present  it  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
in  January. 

Section  4.  This  authorized  ticket,  in  printed  form,  shall 
be  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Club,  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee, at  least  two  weeks  before  the  annual  election.  No  mem- 
ber shall  receive  a  ballot  unless  her  dues  are  paid  m  full. 

Section  5.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  act  as  tellers 
for  the  annual  election  and  shall  provide  a  closed  box  into  which 
ballots  shall  be  deposited  immediately  upon  being  received.  The 
polls  shall  be  open  immediately  after  the  distribution  of  bal- 
lots and  shall  be  closed  at  10:00  A.M.  on  the  third  Friday  in 
February. 

Section  6.  The  officers  of  the  General  Club  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  the  same  official  position  for  more  than  two  con- 
secutive years.  This  clause  does  not  affect  the  eligibility  of 
persons  elected  by  the  Board  to  fill  unexpired  terms.  Qualifi- 
cations for  official  positions  shall  be  two  years'  membership 
in  the  Club;  for  the  presidency,  two  years'  service  on  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

Section  7.  The  officers  shall  be  arranged  in  two  groups, 
each  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

Group  A.  The  President,  the  First  Vice-President,  the 
Recording  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer,  to  be  elected 
in  even-numbered  years. 

Group  B.  The  Second  Vice-President,  the  Third  Vice- 
President,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  the  Regis- 
trar, to  be  elected  in  odd-numbered  years. 

Section  8.  The  three  Members-at-Large  shall  be  elected 
each  year  from  members  of  the  Club  who  have  not  served  on 
the  Board. 

Section  9.  The  annual  election  of  each  department  shall  be 
held  in  January  or  February. 

Section  10.  All  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume  the 
duties  of  their  offices  immediately  after  the  May  Breakfast. 

Section  11.  The  new  officers  shall  be  invited  to  attend 
the  last  Board  meeting  of  tJie  Club  year. 

ARTICLE  X  —  GUESTS 

Section  1.  The  Guest  Ticket  Chairman  will  issue  two 
guest  tickets  per  year  to  any  member  upon 
GUEST  TICKETS  request.  A  fee  will  be  charged  for  addi- 
tional tickets.  Guest  tickets  will  not  be 
honored  at  the  Opening  Tea,  the  Christmas  Party,  the  Anni- 
versary Luncheon,  the  May  Breakfast,  or  any  other  starred 
program.    The  President  may  invite  guests  to  these  starred 
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functions  if,  in  her  opinion,  such  action  will  serve  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  Club. 

Section  2.  Guests  may  attend  only  two  meetings  during 
the  Club  year. 

Section  3.  Any  non-resident  Federated  Club  member  visit- 
ing in  the  city  may  be  admitted  as  a  guest  for  a  period  of  three 
months  at  all  regular  meetings,  upon  presentation  of  her  mem- 
bership card. 

Section  4.  All  guests  must  be  registered  with  the  guest 
Ticket  Chairman,  and  members  may  obtain  from  her  the  neces- 
sary information  concerning  previous  attendance. 

ARTICLE  XI  —  AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  having  pro- 
posed amendments  read  at  three  consecutive  meetmgs  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  voted  upon  at  the  last  two  consecutive 
meetings. 

Section  2.  In  an  emergency,  the  By-Laws  may  be  sus- 
pended by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  XII  —  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS
